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Calls For Understanding 
Johnson Regrets 
Violence Around 
Rights Struggle 


‘The Lounge9 Hit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Prest 
dent Johnson, deploring vio­ 
lence and disorder in the civil 
rights struggle, says all groups 
should exercise moderation and 
try to understand the other fel­ 
low’s viewpoint. 
Johnson was asked to com­ 
ment Thursday, at his biggest- 
ever news conference, on civil 
rights demonstrations that run 
against the law or threaten vio­ 
lence. 
He replied: 
“We do not. of course, con­ 
done violence or taking the law 
into your own hands, or threat­ 
ening the health or safety of our 
people. You really do the civil 
rights cause no good when you 
go to this extent.” 
The President also expounded 
on national defense controver­ 
sies. the rail negotiations, the 
booming economy and politics. 
At one point, he virtually an­ 
nounced his candidacy for a 
four-year White House term, 
saying he was enjoying his work 
and “prepared to continue.” 
The conference, 
broadcast 
live by television and radio net­ 
works, marked Johnson’s first 
appearance in the big State 
Department auditorium where 
President John F. Kennedy held 
all his sessions with newsmen. 
Wearing television blue, John­ 
son faced the biggest news coq- 


ference crowd on record—512 
reporters and conventioneering 
members of the American So­ 
ciety of Newspaper Editors. The 
previous high was 437 for a 1961 
Kennedy conference. 
Speaking slowly, softly, and 
tossing out occasional quips, 
Johnson volunteered eight an­ 
nouncements 
and 
fielded 
16 
questions with apparent ease 
during the 31-minute confer­ 
ence. 
Asked to give his attitude on 
civil diaobedience as a tactic in 
the civil rights struggle, John­ 
son said, “We do not think the 
violation of one right or the de­ 
nial of one right, should permit 
the violation of another right.” 
The President said he would 
“counsel 
moderation 
to 
all 
groups, and understanding of 
their fellow men and trying to 
appreciate his position." 
He said that as long as racial 
discrimination exists. “We are 
going to have protests and we 
are entitled to protest and peti­ 
tion under our constitutional 
rights.” 
But he expressed the view 
that Senate action “with reason­ 
able dispatch”

rights bill would “bring those

PARIS 
(AP) — President 
Charles de Gaulle defended his 
program of aid to underdevel­ 
oped nations Thursday night 
against critics who think he

De Gaulle, 73, made no new 
policy declaration. 
His chief 
purpose appeared to be to reply 
to mounting criticism in France 
against heavy expenditures for 
nuclear weapons and foreign 
aid. 
France is spending approxi­ 
mately 1.8 per cent of its Gross 
National 
Product on foreign 
aid, the highest percentage in 
the world and more than double 
the .72 per cent the United 
States spends. Critics protest 
that more money should be 
used at home, especially for 
educational facilities and hous­ 
ing. 
France's annual birth rate in­ 
creased about 300,000 between 
1942 and 1946, and institutions 
of higher learning must turn

Coldwater Cites Johnson 
On Faltering Missile Lead

Its report coun­ 
tered testimony by Gen. Curtis 
E. LeMay, Air Force chief of 
staff, that the Soviet Union has 
closed in on the U.S. edge in 
military strength. 
The Pentagon figures are mis­ 
leading. Coldwater said, given 
out only to silence critics. 
The military comparison fig­ 


ures released by the 
Department said this country 
has 750 intercontinental ballistic 
missiles, compared with fewer 
than 187 possessed by the Sovi­ 
et Union. The United States has 
540 strategic bombers, main­ 
tained constantly on alert, to 
the Russians’ 120 heavy bomb­ 
ers and 150 medium bombers 
which could reach the United 
States, the

"The whole truth is not being 
told to the American people,” 
Coldwater said. An Air Force 
reserve general, he has long 
contended that McNamara is 
depending too heavily on mis­ 
siles over manned bombers.

Firemen Of Cheater 
And Lawrenceville 
Respond To Alarm 


“The Lounge,” a tavem-res- 
taurant at the top of the Rt. 
30 Chester Hill, was burned out 
early th’s morning in a fire es­ 
timated to have caused about 
$30,000 damage. 
Faulty wiring was indicated 
as a possible cause of the blaze, 
which destroyed the interior of 
the one-story structure leased 
by Joe Timmons of Laurel 
Heights. 
Lawrenceville firemen, sum­ 
moned about 5 30 a m., found 
the flames had a strong head­ 
way, and used one tank truck 
of water then sent for a second. 
Chester firemen were c a l l e d 
about 6:45 to assist with water. 
Firemen said the West Vir­ 
ginia fire marshal’s office at 
Charleston was asked to send 
an investigator. 
Timmons, who leased 
t h a 
building about a year ago from 
Mrs. Sophie Pipinos of Weir­ 
ton. said he believes electrical 
wiring started the flames. 
He said lightning had struck 
a pole in front of the building 
about a week and a half ago, 
knocking out lights in the tav­ 
ern, and he had h a d trouble 
with fuses since. He said he had 
occasionally smelled a hot rub­ 
ber odor, and had to replace 
fuses yesterday. 
Timmons, a former East Liv­ 
erpool resident, said the place 
closed about midnight and the 
last employe left about 2 a. rn. 
Fire Chief Clark Liveley said 
the blaze apparently began in 
the area of the bar near the 
deep fat fryer equipment.

Airs Reports 
LISBON — Reports of five 
chairmen on work of their com­ 
mittees were made at the meet­ 
ing of the Columbiana County 
Regional Planning Commission 
Thursday night in the county 
commissioners’ office. 
Six committees consisting of 
135 residents from all parts of 
the county are collecting data 
on the situation in their respec­ 
tive fields. Recommendations 
for future development will be 
made by each. All areas, in­ 
terests and occupational groups 
are represented on the commit­ 
tees. 
All committee members met 
last month in the L i n c o l n 
School. 
It was again pointed out that 
Planning Commission has no 
authority except to recommend, 
but a general comprehens i v e 
plan will eventually be prepar­ 
ed, which will be helpful to any 
communities desiring to adopt 
regulations. Members of th e 
commission, as well as the com­ 
mitteemen, serve without com­ 
pensation a n d no reimburse­ 
ment for travel expenses.

Coldwater obtained between 64 
and 65 per cent. Even this isn’t 
supposed to be a “victory,” if 
the comments made on th e 
Tuesday night broadcasts are to 
be accepted as accurate polit­ 
ical analysis. 


THE TRUTH is nobody could 
know ahead of time precisely 
how the citizens of Illinois were 
going to vote. In an election in 
which nearly a million votes are 
cast, it would be difficult to cal­ 
culate beforehand with exact­ 
ness whether a candidate would 
get 65 per cent or 70 per cent 
or SO per cent. 
Such 
commentaries, 
there­ 
fore, on the radio or TV serve 
only to mislead many people 
and take away from the victor 
in the election contest some of 
the prestige which he deserves 
when he gets a majority or 
more. 
Sen. Goldwater's triumph in 
Illinois is an important develop­ 
ment for many reasons. First of 
all, it shows his vote getting 
strength in a populous state 
which has more than four times 
as many delegates as were won 
by 
Henry 
Cabot 
Lodge, the 
“favorite 
son,” 
in 
the New 
Hampshire primary. 
It is to be noted that there 
were 
plenty 
of 
lead pencils 
available in Illinois, and there 
could have been “write-ins” for 
Ambassador Lodge or anybody 
else in the primary. 


ACTUAL “WRITE-INS” were 
small in number and all to­ 
gether came to only about IO 
per cent of the total vote cast, 
as against about 50 per cent In 


New Hampshire. There wasn’t, 
of course, any organized “write- 
in” campaign in Illinois, as was 
the case in New Hampshire. 
What stands out in the Illinois 
Primary Election is the fact 
that the Republican voters of a 
Northern state - and a popu­ 
lous one, too — have chosen 
Sen. Barry Coldwater as their 
prospective nominee. 
His strength heretofore h a s 
been believed to be largely in 
the South and Southwest. To 
capture Illinois is unquestion­ 
ably an encouragement to his 
managers. 
At present, the Arizona sena­ 
tor has the largest number of 
delegates pledged to him of any 
of the 
Republican 
aspirants. 
This doesn’t mean that he will 
get the nomination. On many an 
occasion a candidate who has 
managed to mobilize the larg­ 
est single bloc*of delegates in 
advance of a convention hasn’t 
always survived the first two or 
three ballots there. 


THE PROBLEM for the Cold­ 
water managers is to hold the 
delegates they now have and to 
win some from the ranks of the 
other candidates. Whether they 
eau do this is anybody’s guess, 
especially at this early stage of 
the preconvention campaign. 
The simple fact about the Il­ 
linois primary is that Sen. Cold­ 
water, in a contest against an­ 
other candidate—Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith — got 71 per cent 
of the vote, and that no other 
would-be nominee arranged to 
have his name on the ballot. 
In the same primary election, 
moreover, the Republican nomi­ 
nation for governor was won by 
Charles H. Percy, who got about 
61 per cent (rf the total vote. The 
broadcasters did not tell their 
public whether or not this was 
in any way a ‘Setback” for the 
winner. 
So, on the whole the illinois 
primary can be viewed as a 
step forward for the Coldwater 
candidacy and as a significant 
piece of political news which 
will make a favorable impres­ 
sion on some of the leaders in 
other states who may be sitting 
on the fence. 
Certainly, as between the re­ 
sults in New Hampshire a n d 
those in Illinois, the latter pri­ 
mary is more meaningful in in­ 
dicating 
n a t i o n a l political 
trends. 


IT TAKES more than jus! a 
few primaries, of course, to win 
a presidential nomination b u t 
anyone managing a preconven­ 
tion campaign for his candidate 
would be glad to get a 71 per 
cent majority such as was reg­ 
istered in the Illinois primary 
when the votes of the Arizona 
senator Md the senator f r o m 
Maine were added together. 
There have been very f e n 
primaries in other presidential 
years when such a substantial 
majority has been attained by 
the winner. 


Gen. Marshall’s Mark

LEXINGTON. VA. 
For George Catlett Marshall 
success came late. 
He was 58, near the end of a 
military career he occasionally 
had 
thought 
of 
abandoning, 
when he was plucked from the 
rear ranks (rf the generals and 
made Army chief of staff on 
the first day of World War ll. 
Marshall left his mark — so 
much so that Winston Churchill 
called him the architect of vic­ 
tory. 
From war he turned to peace 
and 
authored 
the 
Marshall 
Plan that won him a Nobel 
Peace Prize. 
Beside the parade ground of 
Virginia 
Military 
Institute, 
where Marshall first learned 
the ways of soldiering, three 
presidents 
will 
come 
next 
month to dedicate a memorial 
to him. 
It is. in effect, a living memo­ 
rial. The George C. Marshall 
Research 
Foundation 
is 
a 
museum and library where his 
papers from war and peace will 
be kept with other historical 
documents. 
Coming to the dedication here 
May 23 are former President 
Harry S. Truman—who made 
Marshall his secretary of state 
and later secretary of defense 
—and former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower — who himself 
was lifted from relative obscur­ 
ity by Marshall—and President 
Johnson. 
Marshall’s career began in 
1897 when his father sent a 
letter from Uniontown, Pa., to 
the VMI superintendent. “I send 
you my youngest, and my last” 
wrote his father. “He is bright, 
full of life, and I believe he will 
get along well.” 
With uncanny way of singling 
out the comers among them, his 
classmates wrote: “He is not in 
the roil of common men—Dinks 
Marshall.” 
Marshall left the institute in 
June 1901—six months short of 
his 21st birthday and too young 


to be 
commissioned 
In 
th* 
Army. While waiting to come at 
age Marshall served as com­ 
mandant of cadets at the Dan­ 
ville Military Academy. He re­ 
ceived a commission as a lieu­ 
tenant in the Army after be­ 
coming of age. 
Fourteen years after leaving 
VMI he was still a first lieuten­ 
ant and wrote that he was con­ 
sidering resigning because af 
the slow promotions. 
By the time World War I 
came he had reached the rank 
of captain, then rose quickly to 
colonel when Gen. John J. Per­ 
shing recognized his brilliance 
as a staff officer. 
But it was this brilliance as a 
staff officer that kept Marshall 
from the field command he so 
desperately 
wanted. 
Marshall 
eventually received a tempo­ 
rary brigadier general’s star, 
but after the war he reverted 
to captain—to begin anew the 
slow climb to the top ranks. 
He got his star back in 1938 
and three years later President 
Roosevelt bypassed 34 senior 
officers to make Marshall act­ 
ing chief of staff in July 1939. 
On Sept. I, 1939, the day Hit­ 
ler invaded Poland, Marshall 
was promoted to general and 
made chief of staff. In the clos­ 
ing days of World War II he 
became a general of the Army 
with five stars.

Scientists Report Breakthrough 


By ALTON BLAKESLEE

CHICAGO (AP) — Scientists 
today announced a great new 
step toward deciphering the ge­ 
netic code of life itself. 
This code determines all your 
heredity—eye color, sex, even 
partly your chances for long life 
--m l how all living cells be­ 
have. 
Man's telegraphic Morse code 
can say anything just with dots 
and dashes. Nature’s genetic 
code is basically simple, too, It 
uses only four chemical “let­ 
ters.” 
But no one knows how nature 
forma thousands of words or 
commands with those few let­ 
ters. A long sentence of these 
words is a gene. 
Now researchers have suc­ 
ceeded in making symthetic bits 
of genetic material. They know, 
in advance, the sequence of let­ 
ters in each simple piece. 
These bits of “genes” now 
can be used to make short 
pisces of protein—the material 
all life is made of. 
By determining what kind of 
protefo is made each time, they 
could trace back to spell out

nature’s full code that makes 
people or animals or plants 
what they are, and in such tre­ 
mendous individuality. 
The new step is chemical 
methods of making the synthetic 
chains of genetic material, or 
DNA. 
These were described to the 
Federation of American Socie­ 
ties for Experimental Biology 
by a team of University of Wis­ 
consin researchers, headed by 
Dr. H. Gobind Khorana. He’s 
been searching for this key for 
IO years. 
Dr. T. Mathal Jacob present­ 
ed today’s report. Drs. Malcolm 
W. Moon, Saran A. Narang and 
Elko Ohtsuka are co-authors. 
Their models of genes are bi­ 
ologically active. In the pres­ 
ence of certain enzymes or 
chemical starters, they can be 
made into longer chains of CMA 
or they can make tag chains 
of another basic life material. 
RNA. The RNA is the gene 
copy. 
It is RNA that directs the 
making of all kinds of proteins 
needed in each cell, by making 
use of some or all of 20 differ­ 
ent units or amino adds. 
Dr. Khorana's group devel­ 
oped two methods of making 
DNA chains of a known se­ 
quence of letters. 
One method adds code letters 
one at a time to a growing 
chain. The other takes pre­ 
formed pairs of code letters and 
polymerizes or runs them to­ 
gether. Needed is a chemical 
that brings about the proper 
linkage betwen the letters. Two 
have been found. 
Deciphering of the code could 
lead to possible prevention or 
correction of some inherited 
diseases, better control over 
cancer, or improving animal, 
plant or even human heredity.

Reward! New Outfit* 
Georgia Patrolmen Get 
Orders To Lose Weight 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP)-Geor- 
gia State Patrolmen, ordered to 
lose more than three-and-a-half 
tons in overweight, have been 
promised a reward that most 
women relish when they, too, go 
on a diet: New outfits. 
In the troopers’ case, they're 
getting new uniforms—but not 
until September, their deadline 
date for trimming down. 
As an extra enticement, the 
troopers will get Sam Browne 
belts, which admittedly will 
look smarter on pouchless offi­ 
cers. 
Hie order went out last June 
to the 418 members of the State 
Patrol: Loee more than three- 
and-a-half tons by September 
of 1984. Throe-hundred-and-one 
were overweight. 
The results: More than two 
tons lost after ll months of 
dieting. 
The target: Another ton-and- 
a-half off by September. 
And the punishment if they 
don’t lose? Disciplinary action. 
“I issued the order.” said Col 
Lowell Conner, boss of the 
troopers, “and I expect H to be 
followed like any other order. 
“I told them I didn’t eve how 
they lost, what diet they fol­ 
lowed, just so they came within 
five pounds of what they ought 
to weigh.” 
One hefty officer quit just aft­ 
er the diet order was issued. He 
gave no excuse—but fellow offi­ 
cers said he would have had to 
lose between 50 and 60 pounds. 
“There s not a scale large 
enough to weigh me,” another 
rotund officer complained. He 
was told, “We’ll take you to the 
stockyards; the scales there are 
larger.” 
All officers are required to 
weigh in once a month and the 
results we tabbed at headquar­ 
ters. 
The heaviest officer weighed 
280 pounds; he is down to 220 


weight—they’ve been ordered to 
gain. 
Conner's weight Ion: “I didn’t 
need to lose,” he said. “I was 
the right wright.”

$200 Million 
In Expansion 
MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP)— 
A |200-million expansion pro­ 
gram that will create 1,000 new 
jobs at its Middletown works 
has been announced by Armco 
Steel Corp. 
Armco President Logan T 
Johnston said “engineering stud­ 
ies have not yet progressed to 
the point that we can announce 
details of the full scope of the 
program. 
“We do know, however, that 
the program will include a new 
hot strip mill and related facili­ 
ties at the Middletown works,” 
he added. 
“T h e Middletown improve­ 
ments and additions will em­ 
brace the most modern tech­ 
niques of steel production and 
will provide the added capacity 
needed to serve the markets for 
flat rolled steel products in this 
area,” he said. 
Armco now employs about 
8,500 in its Middletown and 
Hamilton operations. The com 
pany lists more than 35,000 em­ 
ployes for its U.S. and inter­ 
national operations. 
Johnston said construction on 
the new program will start this 
summer, but will take several 
years to complete. 
Johnston made the announce­ 
ment Thursday at the stock­ 
holders’ annual meeting md pre­ 
dicted a bright year for 1964. 
First quarter earnings were up 
38 per cent over the same period 
last year, he reported. 
The first quarter profits were 
$15,042,716 or $1 02 a share. Sales 
were $238,403,224 and shipments 
of steel mill products totaled 
1,114,007 tons. 
In the same period of 1963, 
Armco earned $11,015,037 or 74 
cents a share. Sales were $213,- 
776,177 and shipments totaled 
975,470 tons.

In Case Levy Is Defeated 


A resolution urging the sus­ 
pension of Southern L o c a l 
school in the fall if i proposed 
8.8-mill levy la not approved by 
voters in May was adopted by 
the Southern Local Teachers 
Association at a meeting Thurs­ 
day night. 
About 45 attended the session 
at toe high school. 
The teachers emphasized the 
money need for the school dis­ 
trict was not a salary issue. 
They declared the district 
simply needs toe funds from the 
proposed levy for "adequate fi­ 
nancing of education of the stu­ 
dents in the district.” 
The resolution will be present­ 
ed at the Board of Education 
meeting Monday night at 7:30.

A new 4.4-mill levy 
would bring in a s i m i l a r 
amount. It la also designated 
for general operations. 


The borid has indicated some 
consideration will be given to 
revision of teachers s a l a r i e s 
should the levy pass. It will re­ 
quire a majority vote. 
The teachers said last night 
that the salary schedule is not 
“the primary concern.” Loss 
of the revenue from the present 
levy and the money needed from 
the new levy would leave the 
district without proper financ­ 
ing, and thus, the schools should 
be dosed, they said. 
Southern Local reportedly has 
the second lowest per pupil ex­ 
penditure — $314 a year — in 
Columbiana County. 
Officials have pointed out if 
the levy fails May 5 there will 
not be another vote until Novem­ 
ber. Should the November vote 
fail, money could not be collect­ 
ed until 1966 should the levy 
pass in 1965.

QVF.STION: W here did the w o rd ''horse” come fr o m ? 


ANSWER: We all know that the Barbarian tribes from 
northern Europe swooped down and overthrew the Roman 
Empire, but we don't always realize that one of the reasons 
the barbarians were successful was that they used many 
horses in their armies. The Romans, although they did have 
cavalry regiments, relied largely on the foot soldier. 
It was from these same horse-conscious North European 
peoples that we get our word “horse.” The ancient Nor­ 
wegian word for this animal was “hross.” and the German 
word was "rosa.” As the Germanic tribes and the Vikings 
invaded England, their languages merged with that of the 
Britons to become “Anglo-Saxon," which soon developed into 
English. A horse *as now called a “ros” or a “bras,” and 
these words soon joined into "hors,” which was the word 
used by Chaucer in his famous “Knight s Tale.” As people 
began to write more and more, they added an “e” to “hors” 
forming the word we use today.

FOR YOU TO DO: Pronounce “hors.” Doesn't it sound like 
a longer word than one with just four letters? In English, “e” 
added to the end of a word is usually silent, but it makes the 
vowel before it, in this case "o,” long. Adding the “e” sug­ 
gests the long sound of “horse,” and that was why it was ad­ 
ded.

Cleveland School Boycott 


CLEVELAND (AP)-A group 
of Negro leaden, Including a 
member of the governor’s cabi­ 
net and two judges, issued a 
statement early today support 
big United Freedom Movement 
activities, including a school 
boycott scheduled here next 
Monday. 
The statement, issued after a 
four-hour meeting that lasted 
until midnight, endorsed the 
UFM’s boycott against two de­ 
partment stores and the Cleve­ 
land Presa. It called for the res­ 
ignation of Cleveland school 
board members who cannot sub- 
acribc to “fun integration of the 
school system consistent with 
the IIM (U.S.) Supreme Court 


The Negro leaders indorsed 
the UFM’s position In the dis­ 
pute over construction of three 
new schools in the Glenville 
vee on Cleveland’s east side. 
The statement urged that con­ 
struction “be discontinued ss 
further perpetuating segregation 
and inferior education and as 
being economically unsound hi 
view of the 12,500 vacant, un­ 
used pupil seats in the Cleve-, 
land public school system."

About 1,000 Negro pupils from 
the Glenville area are being 
bussed daily from overcrowded 
schools in blat area to schools 
in predominantly white neigh­ 
borhoods. The school board has 
sought to hasten construction of 
the schools to end the need for 
the transportation program. 
It was at one of these school 
sites that a white minister, the 
Rev. Bruce Klutider, was killed 
accidentally during a demon­ 
stration April 7. His death under 
a bulldozer touched off a wave 
of rioting in th* area. 
Today’s statement supported 
peaceful 
demonstrations 
but 
condemned violence “whether it 
be governmental in nature, such 
as police brutality, cr whether 
it be those who have seized upon 
the opportunity to create law­ 
lessness and violence at the 
scene of peaceful demonstra­ 
tion."
